W i l l i a m C a r b k u u y committed suicide in 
Philadelphia by shooting yesterday. 
He had 
served two terms in the Legislature, but was 
beaten for a third term, and this bad luck 
was aggravated by the refusal of the Excise 
Hoard to renew his license to sell liquor last 
spring. 
He was a Democratic statesman, 
without doubt, and had begun to despair fot 
the future of his country. 


Tire Legislature of Connecticut passed 
a not hot secret ballot bill yesterday and sent 
it to Gov. Bulkcley. 
It contains nearly all 
the essential features of the Australian plan, 
and will do away witli much of the fraud 
that makes the vote in several Connecticut 
towns nearest to New York equal to one-half 
the population. 
The Governor Will greatly 
improve his standing as a Republican by sign­ 
ing this bill. 


J im P o o l e shot Tom Burns in New York 
a short time since, while trying to shoot Po­ 
liceman Donovan. 
Yesterday he was con­ 
victed, and his sentence was tobepvonoiinced 
to-day. 
Poole had been onlv n few weeks 
out of prison. 
Whatever his sentence may 
be, lie will have three years added to it from 
bis former sentence,winch had been remitted 
to him for good liehavior in prison. This Ire 
now forfeits by his immediate return to 
crime.

T he largebess of the vote in Rhode Island 
yesterday showed thejiuterest of the people in 
the question. 
The vote, 38,302, was the larg­ 
est ever east in the state, with the exception 
of the last Presidential election, when it was 
40,766. 
The suffrage is now as free in Rhode 
Island ¡is in any other stale of the Union, 
but the vote cast yesterday is only 90 larger 
than that cast for Governor in April, 1888> 
before the constitutional disqualification of 
foreign born citizens was repealed. That dis­ 
qualification, like the Prohibition amend­ 
ment, was practically a dead letter for years 
before it was abolished. 


Democratic news pa [lets AVc again crowd­ 
ed witli dispatches trom Burlington, giving 
the information that a strong movement is on 
foot among Vermont Republicans tc retire 
Senator Edmunds when bis term expires in 
1891. This news is very faithfully sent out 
every sixth year. 
It is a little premature tie's 
time, asno Legislature i- in existence, and no 
election takes place till September, 1890. 
But that Legislature will return .Mr. Ed­ 
munds (o Washington as sur elv as he is alive 
and willing to serve. 
He stands elected for 
life, like his faithful colleague, Morrill, who 
is now in his eightieth year. 


T h e 
Democratic 
National Committee 
mapped out another Campaign of Free Trade 
by the election of Calvin S. Brice to the 
Chairmanship a few days ago. 
Why the 
Democratic party clings to this discarded iwv 
lilical heresy will appear from a reading of 
the article from the Augusta Chronicle which 
we copy elsewhere. 
It was «cardinal princi­ 
ple of the Southern Confederacy, which may 
be likened to a 
stool 
upon the 
three 
legs of Secession, Slavery and Free Trade. 
The war cut away the first two legs and de­ 
stroyed the stool itself, but the Democratic 
party still fondles the only remaining leg. 
But there Is no occasion for the Free Trade 
leg without the other two, and there is no 
occasion for any of them without the Confed­ 
eracy. 
The Chronicle rightly concludes that 
Free Trade is dead. The Democratic pat ty 
only displays its long-known blindness in 
failing to discover the fact.

D e a t h from apoplexy frequently comes as 
quickly as a lightning stioke. 
The country 
remembers vividly how William II. Vander­ 
bilt died. 
When Charles S. Collins drooped 
over his desk in the Troy Times editorial 
room, his pencil was finishing a word, and 
that word was traced as firmly- and accurate­ 
ly, says the Times, as any of its predeces­ 
sors. There was not a moment’s interval be­ 
tween life and that utter unconsciousness 
which was death, though the heart continued 
to flutter a few hours longer. 
Is not this the 
sort of death that a strong, useful man 
would willingly choose with which to crown 
a life of good work ? Is it not better than 
to drift into long years of senile age, in which 
the memory of former usefulness is likely to 
be outlived V That man is happiest in his 
fame who knows no declining years. 


C a l v i n S. B r i c e ’s son has been expelled 
from Phillips-Exeter Academy, N. H., for 
disobedience. Brice was a member of the 
class of ’89, but found it necessary to obtaiu 
extra instructions from a tutor in Cambridge 
to enable him to enter Harvard this fall. But 
lie passed his Sundays and holidays in Exeter, 
where he spent his liberal supply of cash in 
wavs that demoralized the other students. 
He was consequently informed that he must 
cease visiting Exeter till the close of the term, 
lie reappeared last Saturday, and exhibited 
more boisterousness than usual. 
For this lie 
was promptly expelled on Monday morning 
This is tlic way in which bumptiousness is 
usually treated at Exeter.

THF POOR M A AS S UGAR. 


Most of the necessaries of life are satisfac­ 
torily chertp, in spite of the Democratic as­ 


s e r t i o n that “ the tarilT is a tax." 
A suit of 
¡rood wool clothing for #7 or $8, good shoes 
for $2 a pair, a hat for a dollar and shirts 
and all underwear cheaper than ever before, 
while wages keep up and employment is 
abundant, mark the present as the golden age 
for the people in general. 
The only excep­ 
tion to this very satisfactory condition is the 
cost of sugar. 
For months the price of this 
indispensable article of food has lieen going 
up. 
The dollar that paid for fifteen pounds 
last year now purchases only ten. 
Here is 
an advance of 4:1 per cent, and it makes a tax 
which the poor man and every man of small 
income feels severely. 
The trouble at the bottom of this business is 
the great sugar trust. 
Last year the profits 
of this combination were $14,000,000; up to 
J une 1st of this year they amounted to 
$6.280,000 more, or at the rate of $15.000,- 
000 a year. 
A trust that manages to divide 
to its m e m b e rs about a quarter of a million a 
year each is asking too much of the people. 
But this is not all the evil that lias been 
wrought. 
The trust has crushed out compe­ 
tition, closed 
num b e rle s s 
refineries, and 
thrown several thousand people out of em­ 
ployment. 
The Republican party in the last Congress 
undertook to lower the duty on sugar, but 
were defeated at every attempt by the Demo­ 
cratic majority. 
The big duty protects a few 
planters in the Democratic state of Louisiana, 
though they do not and cannot produce one- 
hunredth part of the sugar consumed by the 
American people. 
The well understood pur­ 
pose of our system of protection is to give 
American producers control of the home 
market. 
The duty on sugar is so large that 
it would exclude the last pound of foreign 
sugar from this country if American plant­ 
ers were able to supply the demand. 
But iie- 
causc it does not we are compelled to pay an 
enormous tax 
upon 
imported sugar in 
order 
that 
these- 
Louisiana 
Democrats 
may 
sell 
their 
crop 
at 
double 
price. 
The Republicans proposed to aliolish 
the tax and pay instead a bounty upon every 
pound of American sugar raised, but even to 
this generous proposition, which would have 
amply protected the planter w hile it. would 
have reduced the cost of the people’s sugar 
to one-half the present price, the Democrats 
would not listen. They w ere willing to remove 
remove 
protection from 
every Northern 
product, though we can produce enough 
iron, salt and wool to supply the entire 
world, but upon this 
little product

The sugar trust 
is fattening on the protection accaided to

to the extortion till Congress meets again. 
The Democratic party recognizes protection 
as an excellent thing for a Democratic com­ 
munity. but thinks it a great deal too good 
for Republicans.

The “ picnic” which the liquor trade has 
l>ccn enjoying in Rhode Island free of ex­ 
pense will soon come to an end. 
A stringent 
high license law will be enacted, and it will 
shut up one half the saloons that have flour­ 
ished under prohibition, and compel the re­ 
mainder to pay a leense fee so high that it 
will assist materially in lessening the taxes 
upon property, while it will make the liquor 
franchise so valuable that its owners will be 
very careful to avoid the risk of forfeiting it 
by illegal performances. 
The way is now 
clear for high license. 
With Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire. Michigan, Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island on record in opposition to 
Prohibition, the principle must lie for a time 
abandoned 
by 
those 
who are looking 
for 
practical 
measures 
to 
reduce 
the 
evils of the liquor trade. 
Pennsylvania leads 
the high license movement by showing the 
most beneficial results that ever followed 
temperance legislation, and the Pennsylvania 
law will serve as a model for other states. 
The outlook is now favorable for high li­ 
cense in New York next winter. 
It is the 
only available means for cheeking the present 
rapid growth of the liquor trade and curbing 
the universal defiance of law that is the result 
of Gov. Hill’s veto of every salutary meas­ 
ure. 
The political Prohibitionists will try to 
hold together, but those sincere and practical 
temperance men who, like Gen. Fisk, are 
ready 
to enter into 
any 
alliance 
and 
to support 
any 
measure 
that 
prom­ 
ises the promotion of temperance^ will 
unite with the Republican party for the 
election of a high license majority of two- 
thirds to the Legislature. 
This will at least 
overthrow Hill and the saloon element lie- 
hind him. 
As this is the first essential step, 
and as nothing can be accomplished till it is 
taken,there ought to be no obstacle in the way 
of a solid union of all the tenqierance men of 
the state for this single purpose, a most im­ 
portant one but easy of accomplishment, 
when there is concert of action among those 
who understand the dangerous character of 
the man and the evil of his purposes.

WOMAN MURDER 7A’ CONNECTICUT. 


The- business of woman murder in Connec ­ 
ticut was believed to have sustained a severe 
shock when Swift was hanged in Hartford a 
few weeks ago for the slaughter of his wife, 
after the Legislature had attempted to com­ 
mute his sentence. 
But yesterday morning 
the bloody work was resumed. 
Alvin Park 
of Mystic, a cook on a fishing smack and a 
widower forty years old, was desperately in 
love with Edith Littlefield, a girl of fourteen 
yeats who resided with her parents at Goat 
Point, a hamlet a short distance west of Mys­ 
tic. 
She failed to reciprocate his attentions, 
and last Sunday morning he got drunk 
and 
went 
to 
the 
girl’s 
house, 
where he amused himself by smashing in the 
windows with a lead line and sinker and 
threatening her with violence if she did not 
return his love. 
Last Wednesday night the 
girl went to the circus with a younger and 
more favored suitor. 
Park was present and 
watched the girl and her escort through the 
evening, showing signs of jealousy and an­ 
ger. 
Yesterday morning he went to the Lit­ 
tlefield house again, and in response to his 
knock Edith opened the door, 
lie immedi­ 
ately raised a revolver and fired six shots at 
her, emptying the weapon. 
Four of the bul­ 
lets took effect, one in the head and three in 
the breast. 
She 
died 
in great 
agony 
soon after noon. 
Park was immediately ar­ 
rested and lodged in the Mystic jail, 
llie 
youth and innocence of the victim ancl the 
cold-blooded brutality of the crime caused 
great indignation, and the Sheriff found diffi­ 
culty in protecting him from the crowd that 
gathered to lynch him. 
The callows will 
undoubtedly do its appropriate work for him 
in due time. 
Tnc list of Connecticut’s victims to man’s 
brutality is getting long. 
It now includes 
Mary Stannard,J ennie Cramer,Rose Ambler, 
Mattie Randall, Mrs. Swift and Edith Little­ 
field. 
One murderer has been hanged, one 
committed suicide, and one is under arrest. 
The gallows did good work with Swift, but 
its terror has not been sufficiently felt. 
Now 
let it work again. 


PROHIBITION' AGAIN BEATEN. 


Prohibition received _ another blacking of 
the eyes in Rhode Island yesterday. 
The to­ 
tal vote cast on the re-adoption or repeal of 
the Prohibition 
amendment 
was 38,302. 
Two-fifths of these, or, 15,321, would have 
sufficed to sustain the amendment, but it re­ 
ceived only 9,853. 
To defeat it 22,982 votes 
werj necessary; Ihe opposition enst 28,449. 
Three years ago, when the amendment was 
adopted, the vote stood 15,113 to 9,230 in its 
■favor. 
The excess then over the requisite 
majority was 487, a saving, it might be snh^ 
as by “ the skin of the teeth.” There has 
bcCD something of a revolution in Rhode Is­ 
land, one of the soberest, most conservative 
and most enlightened states of the Union, 
on the question of Prohibition. 
One of the 
votes cast against it was that of Gov. Ladd, 
elected to his office in April by a large Re­ 
publican majority. 
His vote is almost a 
startling commentary upou the failure to en­ 
force the law. 
The three-fifths of the 
people who voted the amendment into exist­ 
ence should have attended to its enforce­ 
ment, but they did not. 
Hence the revolu- 


“ FREE TRADE I S DEAD! ” 


O b itu a r y of S la v e ry . 
.S ecession 
a nd F r e e 
1 r a de . 
[From th e A ugusta, Oa., Ch ronicle, Deni.] 
When this government 
w as formed 100 
years ago there were three dangers that 
threatened its national dissolution and indus­ 
trial destruction. 
1. Slavery. 
, 2. Secession. 
3. Free Trade. 
The first two causes have fortunately dis­ 
appeared. 
They threatened the life of the 
government, and the third is the only danger­ 
ous political heresy that now threatens to de­ 
stroy the prosperity of the people. 
In the 
four \ ears of war between the states there 
were’about 4,000,000 of men engaged, one- 
fifth of whom were killed or maimed for 
life. 
The South lost in slave property 
alone $2,000.000,000, and in other prop­ 
erty as much more. 
The national debt 
was piled up from less than $100,000,01)0 to 
billions. 
At the close of the fratricidal 
struggle the public debt of Ihe nation was 
not far from $3.000,000,000. The best blood 
of the country and its treasures were poured 
out to establish the Southern Confederacy 
and to maintain the L nion. 
When General 
Lee sheathed his stainless sword at Appo­ 
mattox and the survivors of a hundred bat­ 
tlefields returned to their ruined and deso­ 
late homes, the manhood of the South was 
worn out by sheer exhaustion. 
The South 
was conquered, but the story of her struggle 
for self-government will illumine the pages 
of history forever with a halo of glory. 
Se 
cession and slavery died with the Confeder­ 
acy. 
A condition and a theory coeval with 
the government disappeared. 
It took the South many years k> liecome 
reconciled to the situation. 
< >ur state consti­ 
tution conventions, while accepting the 13th, 
rejected the 14th and 15th amendments, and 
otir state Legislatures, while admitting that 
the negro was free, refused to give him the 
right to vote. 
But our conventions and Leg­ 
islatures subsequently yielded to the per­ 
suasive but irresistible power of the federal 
government. 
Willing from the first to ac­ 
cept the abolition of slavery and the death of 
the rights of secession as direct consequences 
of the war, it took the South years to be 
reconciled to negro enfranchisement. 
Slavery was a principle of the Democratic 
party. 
It was part and parcel of the Fed­ 
eral constitution. 
It was a condition that 
existed in our free government, protected by 
the tegis of its laws. 
Secessions was a dan­ 
gerous theory, recognized as justifiable in a 
certain contingency by the Southern wing of 
the Democratic party. 
Times change and 
men change with them. 
These principles, or 
rather policies, of the Democratic party died 
with the war. 
Theories, cherished hut dan­ 
gerous, have disappeared, and « conditions 
which threatened the life of the nation have 
departed forever. 
The Southern people ac­ 
cept the arbitrament of the sword. 
They re­ 
joice that slavery is dead, and that secession 
uo longer lives to threaten the integrity of 
the Union. 
Slavery and secession were dis­ 
turbing and disintegrating issues in our s p ­ 
ular government. 
They rendered uncertain 
the life of the nation. 
But they were not 
more baneful to the national life than free 
trade is to tne industrial life of the country 
and the prosperity of the people. 
With the recognition of slavery in the Con 
stitution and its existence as a part of the do­ 
mestic or labor system m the Southern States, 
free trade was to the interest of an exclu­ 
sively agricultural people. 
The theory of 
buying where you can buy cheapest and sell­ 
ing where you can sell dearest was consid­ 
ered to be the best policy for the South. But 
when this condition was changed, when slav­ 
ery was abolished, the free trade theory 
should no longer have had any place in our 
political economv. 
The institution and the 
theory should both have been interred in the 
same grave. 
For all practical purposes this 
has been the result. 
The ignis fatuus of free 
trade is as dead in the nation as slavery or se­ 
cession; hut the pertinacity 
with which 
Soul hern men persist in following the former 
delusion exemplified the force of a convic­ 
tion which was a vital issue between parties 
for sixty years of our national life. 
The fiat has gone forth. Free trade is dead. 
No party can ever hope to succeed in a na­ 
tional election that recognizes it as a theory 
or temporizes with it as a policy. 
It is the 
deadly Upas that would poison and destroy 
the industries of this country, and that will 
poison our cause and bring defeat to our 
parly in every national election. 
Free trade 
means industrial destruction and political 
death. 
Protection is the unwritten law of 
this country, and if our Darty aspires to con­ 
trol the government and wishes to be suc­ 
cessful in the next election, it must plant it­ 
self squarely and firmly upon the platform 
of the Democratic party, adopted in Chicago 
in 1884, which resulted in the triumph of our 
party and the election of our candidates to 
the highest offices in the gift of the people.

Most of tile necessaries of life are antisine 
torily elieflp, in spite of the Democratic as 
sortied that “tile tariff is a tax." 
A suit of 
jpxxl wool clothing for $7 or $s. stood shoes 
for $2 a pair, a hat for a dollar and shirts 
and all underwear cheaper than ever before, 
while wanes keep up and employment is 
abundant, mark the present as tho golden age 
for the people in genera].

The trouble at the bottom of this business is 
the great sugar trust. 
Last year the protits 
of this combination were ♦ 14 ,000.000; up to 
June 1st of this year they amounted to 
$6.2510,000 more, or at the rate of f I.1.000,• 
OOO a year. 
A trust that manages to divide 
to its Ha ndlers about a quarter of a million a 
year each is asking too much of the people, 
Hut this is not all the evil that has lieen 
wrought. 
The trust has crushed out compe­ 
tition, dosed 
numlierless 
refineries, and 
thrown several thousand i*eop!c out of em­ 
ployment. 
The Republican party in the hest Congress 
undertook to lower the duty on sugar, but 
were defeated at every attempt by the Demo­ 
cratic majority. 
The big duty protects a few 
planters in the Democratic state of Louisiana, 
though they do not and cannot produce one 
hunredth part of tin* sugar consumed by the 
American people. 
The well understood pur 
jKise of our system of protection is to give 
American producers control of the home 
market. 
The duty on sugar is so large that 
it would exclude the last panind of foreign 
sugar from this country if American plant­ 
ers were able to supply the demand.

Point, a hamlet a short distance west of Mys­ 
tic. 
She failed to reciprocate his attentions, 
and last Sunday morning he got drunk 
and 
went 
to 
the 
girl’s 
house, 
where he umusod himself by smashing in the 
windows with a lead line and sinker and 
threatening her with violence if site did not 
return his love. 
Last Wednesday night the 
girl went to the circus w ith a younger and 
more favored suitor. 
Park was present and 
watched the girl and her escort through the 
evening, showing signs of jealousy and an 
ger. 
Yesterday morning he went to the Lit 
tlefield house again, and iii response to his 
knock Edith opened the door. 
He inimcdi 
ately raised a revolver and final six shots at 
her, emptying the weapon 
Four of the bul­ 
lets took effect, one in the head and three in 
the breast. 
She 
died 
in 
great 
agony 
soon after noon. 
Park was immediately ar 
nested and lodged iii the Mystic jail. 
The 
youth and innocence of the victim and the 
cold-hlooded brutality of the crime caused 
great indignation, and the Sheriff found diffi­ 
culty in protecting him from the crowd that 
gathered to lynch him. 
The gallows will 
undoubtedly do its appropriate work for him 
in due time.

The ignis fatuus of free

THE POUR MAN'S SUGAR. 


Most of the necessaries of life are satisfac­ 
torily eheSp, in spite of the Democratic as­ 
sertion that “the tariff is a tax.” 
A suit of 
good wool clothing for $7 or $8, good shoes 
for $2 a pair, a hat for a dollar and shirts 
and all underwear cheaper than ever before, 
while wages keep up and employment is 
abundant, murk the present as the golden age 
for the people in general. 
The only exeep 
tion to this very satisfactory condition is the 
cost of sugar. 
For months the price of this 
indispensable article of food has been going 
tip. 
The dollar that paúl for fifteen pounds 
last year now purchases only ten. 
Here is 
an advance of 
per cent, and it makes a tax 
which the poor man and every man of small 
income feels severely. 
The trouble at the bottom of this business is 
the great sugar trust. 
Last year the profits 
of this combination were $14,000,000; up to 
June 1st of this year they amounted to 
$6.230,000 more, or at the rate of $15.000,- 
000 a year. 
A trust that manages to divide 
to its members about a quarter of a million a 
year each is asking too much of the people, 
llut this is not all the evil that has been 
wrought. 
The trust has crushed out eompe 
tition, closed 
numberless 
refineries, and 
thrown several thousand people out of em­ 
ployment. 
The Republican party in the last Congres 
undertook to lower the duty on sugar, but 
were defeated at every attempt by the Demo­ 
cratic majority. 
The big duty protects a few 
planters in the Democratic state of Louisiana, 
though they do not and cannot produce one- 
hunredth part of the sugar consumed by the 
American people. 
The well understood pur 
pose of our system of protection is to give 
American producers control of the home 
market. 
The duty on sugar is so large that 
it would exclude the last pound of foreign 
sugar from this country if American plant­ 
ers were able to supply the demand. 
But be­ 
cause it does not we are compelled to pay an 
enormous tax 
upon 
imported sugar 
in 
order 
that 
these 
Louisiana 
Democrats 
may 
sell 
their 
crop 
at 
double 
price. 
The Republicans proposed to al>olish 
the tax and pay instead a bounty upon every 
pound of American sugar raised, but even to 
this generous proposition, which would have 
amply protected the planter while it would 
have reduced the cost of the people’s sugar 
to one half the present price, the Democrat 
would not listen. They w ere willing to remove 
remove protection from 
every Northern 
product, though we can produce enough 
iron, salt and wool to supply the 
entire 
world, but upon this 
little product 
of 
a 
few 
plantations 
in 
a 
single 
South 
ern 
state 
they 
insisted 
on 
retain 
ing 
the 
highest 
rate 
of 
protection 
placed on any commodity. 
The sutrar trust 
is fattening on the protection accorded to 
sugar, 
which 
enables 
it to set its own 
prices upon the imported article. 
The peo­ 
ple are of course helpless, and must submit 
to the extortion till Congress meets again 
The Democratic party recognizes protection 
as an excellent thing for a Democratic com­ 
munity. but thinks it a great deal too good 
for Republicans. 


The “ picnic” which the liquor trade has 
been enjoying in Rhode Island free of ex­ 
pense will soon come to an end. 
A stringent 
high license law will be enacted, and it will 
shut up one-half the saloons that have flour­ 
ished under prohibition, and compel the re­ 
mainder to pay a Icense fee so high that it 
will assist materially in lessening the taxes 
upon property, while it will make the liquor 
franchise so valuable that its owners will be 
very careful to avoid the risk of forfeiting it 
by illegal performances. 
The way is now 
clear for high license. 
With Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire. Michigan, Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island on record in opposition to 
Prohibition, the principle must be for a time 
abandoned 
by 
those who 
are 
looking 
for 
practical 
measures 
to 
reduce 
the 
evils of the liquor trade. 
Pennsylvania leads 
the high license movement by showing the 
most beneficial results that ever followed 
temperance legislation, and the Pennsylvania 
law will serve as a model for other states. 
The outlook is now favorable for high li 
cense in New York next winter. 
It is the 
only available means for checking the present 
rapid growth of the liquor trade and curbing 
the universal defiance of law that is the result 
of Gov. H ill’s veto of every salutary meas­ 
ure. 
The political Prohibitionists will try to 
hold together, but those sincere nnd practical 
temperance men who, like Gen. Fisk, are 
ready 
to 
enter 
into 
any 
alliance 
and 
to 
support 
any 
measure 
that 
prom- 
the promotion 
of temperance.^ will 
unite with the Republican party for the 
election of a high license majority of two- 
thirds to the Legislature. 
This will at least 
overthrow Hill and the saloon element be­ 
hind him. 
As this is the first essential step, 
and as nothing can be accomplished till it is 
taken,there ought to be no obstacle in the way 
of a solid union of all the temperance men of 
the state for this single purpose, a most im­ 
portant one but easy of accomplishment, 
when there is concert of action among those 
w ho understand the dangerous character of 
the man and the evil of his purposes.

WOMAN MURDER IN CONNECTICUT. 


The business of woman murder in Connec­ 
ticut Wits believed to have sustained a severe 
shock when Swift was hanged in Hartford a 
few weeks ago for the slaughter of his wife, 
after the Legislature had attempted to com­ 
mute his sentence. 
But yesterday mornin 
the bloody work was resumed. 
Alvin Park 
of Mvstie, a cook on a fishing smack and a 
widower forty years old, was desperately in 
love with Edith Littlefield, a girl of fourteen 
vcais who resided with her pareuls at Goat 
Point, a hamlet a short distance west of Mys­ 
tic. 
She failed to reciprocate his attentions, 
and last Sunday morning he got drunk 
and 
went 
to 
the 
girl’s 
house, 
where he amused himself by smashing in the 
windows with a lead line and sinker and 
threatening her with violence if she did not 
return his love. 
Last Wednesday night the 
girl went to the circus with a younger and 
more favored suitor. 
Park was present and 
watched the girl and her escort through the 
evening, showing signs of jealousy and an­ 
ger. 
Yesterday morning he went to the Lit­ 
tlefield house again, and in response to his 
knock Edith opened the door, 
lie immedi­ 
ately raised a revolver and fired six shots at 
her, emptying the weapon. 
Four of the bul­ 
lets took effect, one in the head and three in 
the breast. 
She 
died 
in 
great 
agony 
soou after noon. 
Park was immediately ar­ 
rested and lodged in the Mystic jail. 
The 
youth and innocence of the victim and the 
cold-blooded brutality of the crime caused 
great indignation, and the Sheriff found diffi­ 
culty in protecting him from the crowd that 
gathered to lynch him. 
The callows will 
undoubtedly do its appropriate work for him 
in due time. 
Tnc list of Connecticut’s victims to man’s 
brutality is getting long. 
It now Includes 
Mary Stannard,Jennie Cramer,Rose Ambler, 
Mattie Randall, Mrs. Swift and Edith Little­ 
field. 
One murderer has been hanged, one 
committed suicide, and otic is under arrest. 
The gallows did good work with Swift, but 
its terror has not been sufficiently felt. 
Now 
let it work again.

When this government was formed 100 
years ago there were three dangers that 
threatened its national dissolution and indus­ 
trial destruction. 
1. Slavery. 
,2. Secession. 
3. Free Trade. 
The first two causes have fortunately dis 
appeared. 
They threatened the life of the 
government, and the third is the only danger 
o ils political heresy that now threatens to de 
stroy the prosperity of the people. 
In the 
four years of war between the states there 
were about 4,000,000 of men engaged, one- 
fifth of whom were killed or maimed for 
life. 
The Soutli lost in slave property 
alone $2,000.000,000, and 
in 
other prop 
orly as much 
more. 
The national debt 
was piled up from less than $100,000,000 to _ 
billions. 
At the close of (lie 
fratricidal' 
struggle the public debt of the nation was 
not far from $3.000,000,000. The best blood 
of the country and its treasures were poured 
out to establish the Southern Confederacy 
aud to maintain the Union. 
When General 
Lee sheathed his stainless sword at Appo 
mattox and the survivors of a hundred bat­ 
tlefields returned to their ruined and deso­ 
late homes, the manhood of the South was 
worn out by sheer exhaustion. 
The South 
was conquered, but the story of her struggle 
for self-government will illumine the pages 
of history forever with a halo of glory. 
Se­ 
cession and slavery died with the Coufeder 
acy. 
A condition and a theory coeval with 
the government disappeared. 
It took the South many years Kt ltecome 
reconciled to the situation. 
Our state consti­ 
tution conventions, while accepting the 13th, 
rejected the 14th and 15th amendments, and 
oiir state Legislatures, while admitting that 
the negro was free, refused to give him the 
glit to vote. 
But our conventions and Leg 
islatures subsequently yielded to the per 
suasive but irresistible power of the federal 
government. 
W illing from the first to ac 
[•opt the abolition of slavery and the death of 
the rights of secession as direct consequences 
of the war, it took the South years to be 
reconciled to negro enfranchisement. 
Slavery was a principle of the Democratic 
party. 
It was part and parcel of the Fed 
eral constitution. 
It was a condition that 
existed in our free government, protected by 
the u-gis of its laws. 
Secessions was a dan 
gerous theory, recognized as justifiable in a 
certain contingency by the Southern wing of 
the Democratic party. 
Times change and 
men change with them. 
These principles, or 
rather policies, of the Democratic party’ died 
with the war. 
Theories, cherished but dan 
gerous, have disappeared, and 'conditions 
which threatened the life of the nation have 
departed forever. 
The Southern people ac­ 
cept the arbitrament of the sword. 
They re­ 
joice that slavery is dead, and that secession 
no longer lives to threaten the integrity of 
the Union. 
Slavery and secession were dis 
turbiug and disintegrating issues in our pop­ 
ular government. 
They rendered uncertain 
the life of the nation. 
But they were not 
more baneful to the national life than free 
trade is to tne industrial life of the country 
and the prosperity of the people. 
With the recognition of slavery in the Con 
stitution and its existence as a part of the do 
mestic or labor system m the Southern States, 
free trade was to the interest of an exclu­ 
sively agricultural people. 
The theory of 
buying wlure you can buy cheapest and sell­ 
ing where you can sell dearest was consid­ 
ered to la? the best policy for the South. But 
when this condition was changed, when slav 
cry was abolished, the free trade theory 
should no longer have had any place in our 
political economy. 
The institution and the 
theory should both have been interred in (lie 
same grave. 
For all practical purposes this 
has l>een the result. 
The ignis fatuus of free 
trade is as dead in the nation as slavery or se­ 
cession; but the pertinacity 
with which 
Southern men persist in following the former 
delusion exemplified the force of a convic­ 
tion which was a vital issue between parties 
for sixty years of our national life. 
The fiat has gone forth. Free trade is dead. 
No party can ever hope to succeed in a na­ 
tional election that recognizes it as a theory 
or temporizes with it as a policy.

incision into the stomach o f a dog , in which 
he 
placed a fistula tube from the outside. 
W lien a vessel o f milk is placed before the 
do.g and the animal drinks, the fluid runs out 
throug h the tube as fast as it is lapped up, 
and (lie do g ’s thirst is not quenched. 
W hen 
the 1 iihe is stopped, so that the m ilk is re­ 
tained in the stomach, the animal becomes 
satiated, “ sho w ing that the seat o f thirst is 
not in the throat, hut is a demand o f the en ­ 
tire system .” T he food may also be taken by 
the tube from the stomach at any tim e, and 
the process o f dig estion studied under the m i­ 
croscope. The other operation consists o f the 
removal o f a portion o f another do g ’s skull- 
and the substitution o f a nicely fitting plate 
o f g lass. 
Throug h the window tlie professor 
successfully studied the action o f the brain 
while the animal is ashrp.

«Professor Ilartidan, of the AVest Virginia 
University, is conducting two interesting ex- 
petimcnis in vivisection. 
In one he made an 
incision into the stomach of u dog, in wljich 
lie placed a fistula tube from the outside. 
W lieii a vessel of milk is placed before the 
dog and the animal drinks, the fluid runs out 
through the lithe as fast us it is lapped up, 
and Hie dog’s thirst is not quenched. 
When 
the tube is stopped, so that the milk is re­ 
tained in the stomach, the animal becomes 
satiated, “ showing that the seat of thirst is 
not in the throat, but is a demand of the en­ 
tire system.” The food may also he taken by 
the tube from the stomach at any time, and 
the process of digestion studied under the mi­ 
croscone. The other operation consists of the 
removt.l of a portion of another dog’s skull- 
and the substitution of a nicely fitting plate 
of glass. 
Through the window the professor 
successfully studied the action of the brain 
while the animal is asleep. 
Hr. George 1 hentus. of \ icv,na, has a pro­ 
cess for the manufacti’Ve of leather from red 
beech-wood. 
The host wood for the purpose 
is taken from 50 to GO year old trees, cut in 
t ie spring, which must he worked up imme­ 
diately, hark pealed olT. steamed, treated 
with chemicals in a kettle under pressure and 
exposed to several more operations which the 
inventor does not mention, as he wants to 
have them patented. 
From the prepared 
wood strong and thin pieces are made by 
means of heavy pressure. 
The inventor 
states that a solid sole leather can he ob­ 
tained which lie claims is superior to animal 
leather in firmness and durability and can he 
worked up in the same way as animal leather, 
nailed and sowed. 
The promoters of Volapuk in the United 
Slates have perfected the organization ct a 
national society for the purpose "of superin­ 
tending and furthering i*s diffusion and in­ 
terests. 
The society consists of the national 
officers and also of a chief or president for 
each State, who will see to the formation of 
clubs, etc. 
Thus Volapuk can now be con­

CONCERNING SPOTS ON T H E SUN. 


Sola r D isturba nces, T errestria l M a gnetism 
a nd th e W ea ther—In terestin g Com m ent. 
It w as noted in these columns last ev enin 
that a large sun spot was seeu yesterday b y 
('. P. Carter and others in this City ou 
Thursday afternoon. 
The 
Neie- Yo rk S u n 
says: 


A huge sun spot, comparable in magnitude with 
some of the great spots seen five or six years ago. is 
now visible On the solar disk. A good eye should be 
aide to see it with the aid of a smoked glass. 
It is 
fully three diameters of the earth aero« « , and some 
what irregular in outline. Along the edges of the 
dark central chasm the familiar tongue-shaped pro­ 
jections of photnspherie flame can be seen. The 
whole aspect of the spot is such as to remind the oh 
server that the mysterious commotion which affect 
the surface of the solar globe, reaching a max 
iinum 
once 
in 
every 
11 
vears, 
is 
about 
manifest 
itself 
again 
after several years 
of comparative repose. 
It will be interesting to 
notice how much information we shall be able to 
gather dunng the coming sun spot period upon the 
vexed question of the connection between the sun 
spots and the weather. The theory that there is f 
most intimate relation of that kind has received en 
thusiastic support in some quarters since the S u n 
called genera! attention, nine or 10 years ago, to the 
grounds UDon which it was based. But the highest 
authorities in astronomy and meteorology have 
not yet accepted the hypothesis as proved, except 
so far as the undoubted connection between solar 
listurbances and terrestrial magnetism is con­ 
cerned.

S o la r D is tu rb a n c e s , T e r r e s t r ia l M ag n etism 
a m i th e W e a th e r—I n te re s liu R C o m m en t. 
It was noted in these colum ns last evening 
that a large sun spot was seen yesterday by 
C. P. Carter and others in this City on 
T hursday afternoon. 
The Neic- York Sun 
sa y s; 
A huge sun spot, com parable in m agnitude with 
some or the great spots seen live or six years ago. is 
now visible On the solar disk. A good eye should be 
able to see it with the aid of a sm oked glass. It is 
fully three diam eters of the ea rth across, nhd some­ 
what irregular in outline. 
Along ihe edges of the 
dark central chasm the fam iliar tongue-shaped pro­ 
motions of photrvspheric flaine can be seen. Tbe 
whole aspect of the spot is such as to rem ind the ob­ 
server that the mysterious com m otion which affect? 
the surface of the solar globe, reaching a m ax­ 
im um 
once 
in 
every 
11 
years, 
is 
about 
to m anifest 
itself 
again 
nfter several years 
of com parative repose. 
It will he interesting to 
notice how m uch inform ation we shall lie able to 
gather during the com ing sun-spot period upon the 
vexed question of the connection between the sun 
spots and the weather. The theory th at there is a 
most intim ate relation of th at kind has received en­ 
thusiastic support in some q uarters since the S un 
called general attention, nine or 10 years ago, to the 
grounds uixm which it w as based. 
But the highest 
authorities in astronom y and meteorology have 
not yet accepted the hypothesis as proved, except 
so far as the undoubted connection between solar 
disturbances and terrestrial m agnetism is con 
cerned.
